or melon baller, being careful not 
break shell. 
Cover shells aud 
with cold salted water. (Add 


shells with your favorite fruit cake 
batter or with recipe below. 
Steam about 2 hours. 
This may 
be done by putting water in bottom 
of roasting pan. 
Cover bottom of 
nan with cloth or rack. Set covered 
pan containing filled shells on rack 
or cloth.
